for it in the world so far as we know, 
and we think we know about the 
mine, 
why there should be such a 
decline. E v erything is looking splen­ 
didly and we shall soon be turning 
out the usual am ount of bullion. 
O’­ 
Brien said I think this is the least in­ 
telligent m arket I ever saw. 
Here is 
Hall & Norcross with nothing in sight 
but assessments aud with no money 
in the treasury going rapidly up while 
the Consolidated and California that 
pay regular aud heavy dividends with 
magnificent bodies of ore insight and 
millions in their treasury keeps going 
down. 
I can see no sense in it. The 
am ount of it is there is nobody oper­ 
ating now th at has sagacity enough 
to direct affairs or take the lead in 
intelligent speculation. 
Most ot the 
leading operators are away and the 
m arket has fallen into the hands of a 
set of fellows who buy to-day to sell 
to-morrow and vice versa. I call them 
the skirmish line. 
They don’t look 
further ahead than their noses and 
the considerations of breakfast and 
dinner will m ake them turn their ven­ 
tures between the boards. 
These are 
not the fellows to give tone to the 
m arket and the fact is we have no 
m arket for good reliable investments. 
They sell a dividend paying stock in 
order next day. 
That is the kind of 
operations we have now aud as long 
as they have control of things it wont 
be much better. 
The reporter re­ 
marked “Mr.O’Brlen there is a report 
that your firm are sellers of the Con­ 
solidated Virginia. 
Is that so?” 
O’­ 
Brien replied “ No sir, we are not sell­ 
ing a share. 
Seven cases of smal 1-pox are report­ 
ed in the last 14 hours..

E A S T E R N N E W S. 


I.nte»t last uight from Cincinnati. 


C in c in n a t i, June 14th.—The C om ­ 
mittee on Rules has agreed to-night 
to recomm end a rule to the Conven­ 
tion, forbidding any changing of the 
vote of a State, after it is once de­ 
clared, until the next succeeding bal­ 
lot. 
The argument for this is that it 
will prevent the carrying of auy nom­ 
ination by a sudden stampede, and 
lessen the danger of fraud or mistake. 
It was opposed as chauging all prece­ 
dent. 
Sargent’s strong resolution against 
admission to citizenship of the Pagan, 
non-assimilating Chinee has not yet 
been discussed before the Committee 
on Resolutions. 
Late this evening there wrere omi­ 
nous rumors of new combinations 
against Blaine. The ostensible prop­ 
osition is to draw votes from Blaine 
and Morton iu favor of Hayes and 
Hartranft. 
The real aim is to try and 
keep Pennsylvania and Ohio away 
from Blaine ou the first three ballots, 
in the hope tliat if Blaine fails of a 
majority then, his forces will break, 
and Conkling’s canvass can be re­ 
newed with success. 
Even if this in­ 
trigue beats Blaine, Coukiing’s profit 
by it is improbable. 
C in c in n a t i, June 15—1 A. M. The 
Committee on Resolutions m et at 7 
o’clock last evening, and remaiued iu 
session until after 12. 
Much time was 
spent in the discussion of the financial 
question, polygamy and Southern and 
Chinese questions. 
No 
conclusion 
was arrived at concerning them, and 
most of them were referred to sub­ 
committees of 5 or 7, whose conclu­ 
sions will probably be accepted by a 
fnll committee, which will meet at 9 
o’clock to-day. 
I t is believed that the 
conclusion which will be reached on 
the financial question will be satisfac­ 
tory to hard money men. 
As regards 
the Chinese, it is doubtful if auy sat­ 
isfactory 
settlement can 
be had. 
About the Southern question com­ 
paratively little was said. 
The dis­ 
cussion ou these points was animated 
but not quarrelsome. 
Tbc Convention. 


C i n c i n n a t i , 15th.—The convention 
was called to order at 11 o’clock, the 
hall beiug well filled with delegates 
and the galleries about half full of 
spectators. 
A misunderstanding in regard to 
the hour of reassembling caused some 
confusion and delay In the order of 
proceedings. 
The Committee on credentials re­ 
ported against the Spencer delegation 
from Alabama and adm itting that of 
Harolson, thus adding materially to 
Blaine’s strength aud proportionately 
weakening Morton. 
Also in favor of ousting Governor 
Stein’s delegation from Florida and 
adm itting the Conover crowd. A gain 
for Conk ling and loss to Blaine. 
Also against Fred 
Douglass and 
Sheppard in District of Columbia.

Santa Monica Items. 


[From the Outlook, June Itth.J 
We had the pleasure of meeting Mr. 
Ralph Ellis, of Napa, last Bunday. 
Mr. Ellis talks favorably of building 
a large warehouse at ¡Santa Monica 
and engaging in buying, selling, ship­ 
ping and storing grain 
The schooner Ivanhoe arrived at 
the Santa Monica wharf last Thurs­ 
day, from San Francisco, with 200 
tons of coal for Baunerman, Dunn & 
Co. It was transferred direct from the 
vessel to the cars, aud most of the car­ 
go reached Los Angeles before it was 
discharged. 
No delays ou this road. 
Maj. Jos. M. Nesbitt, of San F ran­ 
cisco, took a sniff at the sea-breezes 
of Santa Monica last Sunday. 
The 
Major, we understand, is to take a 
desk at the office of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company, at Los Angeles. 
Judge O’M elveny’s cottage on N e­ 
vada avenue is neariy completed, and 
it is a very cosy-looking little build­ 
ing. 
The family will occupy it as 
soon as it is finished. 


The fast overland train (Jarrett & 
Palm er’s) brought six letters for S an­ 
ta Monica. They arrived several days 
ahead of mails that started before 
them. 
Several gentlemen of Los Angeles, 
whose families are located at Santa 
Mouica for the Summer, are availiug 
themselves of the benefit of the com- 
nrutation tickets issued by the Rail­ 
road Company. These tickets are sold 
at ten dollars—good for sixty trips, to 
be used in thirty successive days. This 
makes the cost of each ride only 16$ 
cents—which is as cheap as the fare 
on the San Francisco street cars. The 
trains also run just right to suit busi­ 
ness m en—leaving Santa Monica at 
8 o’clock in the morning, and Los An­ 
geles at 5 in the afternoon. 
The dis­ 
tance is traversed in less than one 
hour. 
W e met P. C. Mulloy, who has a 
large bee ranch in Cox’s Canyon, last 
Sunday. 
He informed us th a t he had 
already shipped 200 cases of honey; 
would ship 50 more this week, and 50 
more the week following. 
Up to the 
tim e of the conversation he had ship­ 
ped 30,000 pounds. 
Mr. Mulloy has a 
very choice location iu the Cahuenga 
range where there is abundance of 
bee feed. 
He is thoroughly skilled in 
the m anagem ent of his hives, which 
num ber some 300, from which he ex ­ 
pects to gather 60,000 pounds of hon­ 
ey, which he thinks will net him not 
less than $4,000 this 
season. 
Mr. 
Mulloy also informs us th at he expe­ 
riences a great difference in the cost 
of shipment since the building of the 
Santa Mouica wharf. 
H e now hauls 
honey in a wagon six miles to the 
steamer; formerly he hauled it six­ 
teen miles to Los Angeles, then ship­ 
ped it by rail tw enty-six miles to San 
Pedro anchorage. 


Feo-Taking Egyptian Officials. 


H ere is a pleasing tale which illus­ 
trates the Chicago pension office style 
of doing things in Egypt: 
A woman 
was mortally wouuded by the falling 
of a wall. A neighbor took her in, 
leeched her, 
aud brought a female 
doctor to see if any thing could be 
done. The paticut died at the neigh­ 
bor’s house. The doctor in alteudauce 
must sign a certificate that death is 
from uatural causes before the body 
cau be buried. 
She refused to do so 
without 
backbeesh. 
The m an in 
whose house the persou died would be 
held responsible without such certifi­ 
cate. 
He therefore gave the back­ 
beesh. The certificate had to be couu- 
tersigned by the government doctor. 
He also refused; the man was agaiu, 
afraid of the alternative, and paid 
backbeesh. Finally, the zabit, or head 
of the police, refused his permission, 
which is also necessary in such cases. 
His backbeesh was the biggest, and 
the m an could stand the tax no lin g ­ 
er. 
He went to the zabit and said 
“Now, look here, this body has been 
out of the grouud four days. 
You are 
bound to bury it iu twenty-four hours. 
You are the cause of the delay. U nless 
you sign at once, I sh ill go to the 
moulder and report the uou-burial of 
a body for four days, and you will lose 
your place.” The zabit was defeated, 
and signed at once. 


A t Los Angeles, they are agitating 
the question “ W hat shall we do with 
our honey?” The bee coluwu of the 
H e r a l d thinks it ought to go direct­ 
ly eastward, and suggests an organiz­ 
ation. Our bee men in this county 
attempted an organization, but failed 
They will have to do it in self de­ 
fense.— San Diego World.

NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


A t W est P o in t yesterday forty-eight oí a 
class of fifty graduated. 
A London dispatch says th a t in the House 
of C om m ons Sir W ilfred Lawson’s perm is­ 
sive liquor bill was repealed by a vote of 299 
to 81. A sim ilar bill presented by Lawson 
last year was defeated by 371 to 86. 
O eneral G rant has w ritten a letter to the 
ed ito ro fa P hiladelphia Sunday School paper 
in w hich he advises the children to hold fast 
to th e bible as the shoet anchor of liberty. 
A San Francisco grain operator estim ates 
that C alifornia’s surplus of w heat this year 
will reach three-quarters of a m illion tons— 
exceeding th e crop of 1872 about two hundred 
tons. 
A Y reka dispatch dated yesterday says the 
California and Oregon Stage C om pany will 
com m ence on the fast running line to-m or­ 
row, m aking the trip to R eading in 21% 
hours, and from R eading to Roseburg In 52 
hours. 
C onlin, who killed Miles in San Francisco 
a day or two ago, has been held for m urder. 
Two more cases of sm ali-pox were reported 
in San Francisco yesterday. 
The prevalence of unusually hot w eather in 
San Fraucisco during the past few days has 
m aterially increased the death rate. 
The Tribute's W ashington’s dispatch says 
M att C arpenter yesterday presented to the 
Im peachm ent m anagers a list of 197 w itnes­ 
ses w hom B elknap desires to have sum m oned 
for his defense. 
The New York Herald still advocates Conk- 
ling,m aintaining th at lie can carry New York 
and Pennsylvania, w hile B laine cannot. 


T he Alta’s brevity man says: “We 
will probably escape the hog cholera 
this year.” This may be gratifying to 
the brevity man, but the Alta’s read­ 
ers may take a different view of the 
matter. 


C o n t r a r y to our expectations the 
Cincinnati Convention did not reach 
a ballot for the Presidential nomina­ 
tion yesterday. We regard this as un­ 
favorable for B l a i n e . 
He is, how­ 
ever, very strong, and there is no real 
evidence of his having lost strength 
last night. The heavy rain which 
prevailed in Cincinnati yesterday eve­ 
ning will force the delegates under 
shelter and prevent anything like a 
massing of fbrces. Despite the pre­ 
dictions of the New York papers and 
the manipulations of his opponents we 
are still of the opinion that B l a i n e 
is the man Governor T i l d e n will 
have to defeat. 


T h e impression seems to be general 
that Blaine's sickness on Sunday 
morning, just as he entered church, 
was a bit of fine acting. 
We should 
regret to think that he could be capa­ 
ble of stooping to such a trick, but his 
rapid recovery as the hour approached 
when it would be necessary to inform 
the convention that he had so far 
recovered as to be out of danger, and 
might be nominated without danger 
of the event being followed by his im­ 
mediate funeral, affords such strong 
grounds for suspicion that people not 
over average credulous may be ex­ 
cused for looking wi9e and shaking 
their heads. 


J o h n C h in a m a n is a cunning ani­ 
mal. He is also patient and persever­ 
ing. When he cannot move directly 
forward he will go a long ways around, 
but you will always find him aiming 
at the objective point. 
His peculiar­ 
ity in this respect is illustrated in the 
effort to prevent hi9 overrunning this 
country. 
The steamers have been 
made uncomfortably hot for him, and 
now he comes over on the wings of the 
wind. 
Some four hundred Chinese, 
direct from Hong Kong by sail ves­ 
sels, were landed in San Francisco a 
few days ago. This is some indication 
of how much in earnest are their 
boasted efforts of the Six Companies 
to prevent their countrymen from 
coming here. Unless Congress inter­ 
feres the Chinese will continue to flood 
this country, but they will come by 
sail vessels in place of steamers. 


T i l d e n will, we think, be the nom­ 
inee of the St. Louis 
Convention, 
and we think further that he is by far 
the most available man for the posi­ 
tion. With T i l d e n as their nominee 
the Democrats have the best of the 
fight, no matter who the Republicans 
may select as their candidate. 
T i l ­ 


d e n will carry New York, and the 
confidence that he will do so will give 
him strength in States that are con­ 
sidered doubtful. It is admitted by 
both sides that in a contest as close as 
the approaching one, it will be New 
York that will decide the struggle. If 
there is no mistake about this, T i l ­ 


d e n is the man the Democrats should 
nominate, for there is certainly no 
mistake about it that he will carry 
New York bvau immense majority. 


Bad Faith. 


A few days since the H e r a l d pub­ 
lished a letter from a gentleman at 
Santa Monica in which very serious 
charges were preferred against the 
parties managing the land and other 
matters of the village by the sea. It 
will be remembered that when the 
auction sale of lots took place Mr. 
T o m F i t c h , for the company, an­ 
nounced that purchasers of lots could 
rest assured that water in abfindance 
would be supplied to all. They were 
told that the company would at an 
early day lay pipes through every 
street in the “city,” and that no one 


would encounter the least trouble and 
but little expense in introducing wa­ 
ter into their houses. 
How these 
promises have been redeemed is indi­ 
cated in our correspondent’s letter, 
who, by the way, but repeats what a 
score or more have asserted and will 
vouch for. Oue year has gone by 
since so much was promised, but 
nothing has been performed. 
The 
water has been introduced in the 
work shop, the hotel and Col. C r a w ­ 


f o r d ’s residence, and no where else 
that we have heard. People who ex­ 
pected to have water in their house 
pipes are compelled to purchase it of 
the company at twenty-five cents per 
barrel. This bad faith on the part of 
the Santa Monica Land Company has 
worked serious if not fatal injury to 
the little town. People who, through 
false promises and the grossest mis­ 
representation, wrere induced to pur­ 
chase lots and build houses on them 
are so disgusted that they are anxious 
to sell out at a sacrifice and leave. 
Lots are not worth more than half 
what they were one year ago, and im­ 
provement has in a great measure 
ceased. All this has resulted from the 
failure of the company to keep its 
promises.

A woman was admitted to the Alms­ 
house yesterday, with three children 
who has been badly burned on the 
neck and breast and arms by the ex­ 
plosion ofcamphene. She was suffer­ 
ing too much with pain from her 
burns to be asked any questions. 
To­ 
day her condition is somewhat im­ 
proved. 
James Welsh was tried in the Po­ 
lice Court to-day for stealing several 
loaves of bread. Although clear that 
the accused committed the theft, the 
fact that no money was found on the 
prisoner, and that he looked half 
starved, was deemed sufficient to jus­ 
tify the dismissal of the case. 
Impurity seems to be on the in­ 
crease in this city. The Commission­ 
ers of Lunacy have already examined 
thirty persons this month, twenty- 
two of whom were committed to the 
Napa Insane Asylum. 
John Connolly, keeper of a saloon 
on Clark street, last night struck his 
wife with a heavy pitcher, inflicting 
an ugly wound on the forehead. 
De­ 
spite the fact that the woman swore 
that her husband did not strike her, 
the accused was convicted to-day on 
his own confession. 
The particulars 
of the shooting 
scrape this morning are as follows: 
An attempt to kill a woman named 
Lottie Livingstone, employed in the 
Dive kept by John Harrington, on the 
corner of Third and Mission streets, 
was made by Johnny Tuers, a min­ 
strel performer in the same establish­ 
ment. The woman was crossing the 
street after the performance was over, 
and, according to her story, she had 
had some trouble earlier in the even­ 
ing with the paramour of Tuers, who 
is also employed in the same Dive. 
Just as she had crossed the street, 
Tuers seized her by the throat. She 
made some resistance, when, she al­ 
leges,Harrington, who was with Tuers, 
struck her with a club over the right 
eye, badly disfiguring and blackening 
it. 
The woman screamed loudly, 
whereupon Tuers drew a pistol and 
shot twice at her. Oue of the bullets 
struck her behind the right ear, just 
grazing the skin. So close was the 
pistol held that the powder burned 
the flesh. After the shooting Tuers 
made his escape, but was arrested 
later. A charge of assault to murder 
was made against him, and bail fixed 
at $10,000 this morning, which he has 
been unable to procure. Lottie Liv­ 
ingstone, the woman whom he at­ 
tempted to murder, is a delicate, dis­ 
sipated looking woman, and her story 
of the primary cause of the attempted 
assassination is that about a week ago 
Happy Jack offered a prize of a gold 
cork-screw to the female who would 
sell the mostdiiuks in amonth. There 
was a good deal of rivalry between the 
women, and not a few rows over the 
prize. 
Last night the woman Liv­ 
ingstone and tlie paramour of Tuers 
had trouble about the sale of wine to 
some patrons of the establishment 
who occupied a box, and a quarrel en­ 
sued,which finally led Tuers and Har­ 
rington to assault her. Tuers is a well 
known character, and some years ago 
shot and killed Janies Dowling in 
front of the Snug saloon, on Washing­ 
ton street, while quarreling with a 
third party about a melodeon woman. 
Tuers shot at his antagonist and missed 
him, but the bullet found a lodgment 
in the body of Dowling, who was a 
spectator of the scene. Tuers was tried 
twice and was finally acquitted. 


E A S T E R N N E W S. 


S k ir m ish in g B efore th e B a ttle . 


C i n c i n n a t i, June 15th.—During 
the session of the Committee on Res­ 
olutions last evening, several planks 
on question of protection of life in the 
South were presented. 
W. F . San­ 
ders, of Montana, appeared in behalf 
of upper agent of officers of that Ter­ 
ritory and for citizens of the same. 
Judge McKeon, of Utah, offered an 
anti-polygamy plank; Hon. Charles 
Reed; of California, and 
Senator 
Jones, of Nevada, introduced an anti- 
Chinese immigration plank. The sub­ 
committee, to which these resolutions 
were referred, has been in session all 
night. 
The Enquirer says there is prospect 
of Ben Wade’s name being proposed 
for the secoud place, and predicts 
Blaine’s nomination as certain. 
The Gazette says that Judge Hoar, of 
Massachusetts, came here for Blaine, 
but has turned to Bristow. 
It makes 
a strong appeal for Bristow, as being a 
most fitting man for President; says 
there is a great deal of quiet feeling 
manifested for Wasbburne, and it is 
thought by many, in case of Blaine 
failing on second or third ballot, he 
will be brought prominently forward, 
and that it will fall either to him or 
Hayes, of Oldo. Great pressure is be­ 
ing brought to bear on some of the 
Western delegations to influence them 
against Blaine, but so far without suc­ 
cess. 
Blaine’s friends are most thor­ 
oughly organized.

C i n c i n n a t i, June 15th.—The Con­ 
vention proceeded at.3 p. m . to place 
candidates in nomination. 
Kellogg nominates Jewell; Dick 
Thompson nominates Morton amid 
loud applause; Harlan of Kentucky 
nominated Bristow amid loud ap­ 
plause from the galleries; Pinchback 
of Louisiana seconded the nomination 
of Morton. [Loud applause.] Ballot­ 
ing will probably not be reached to­ 
day. 
The Committee on Rules and Order 
of Business reported in favor of receiv­ 
ing and acting on reports of the Com­ 
mittee on Platform, before proceeding 
to the nomination of President and 
Vice-President; also restricting mem­ 
bers to two speeches of ten minutes 
each on any one subject. 
Eugene Hale of Maine moved to 
strike out that portion of the rule pro­ 
viding for the postponement of the 
nominations uutil after the platform 
had been acted upon. Mr. Hale In a 


brief 
speech 
maintains that this 
course was unprecedented, and would 
only cause delay with no advantage 
to any one. 
Gen. Noyes, of Ohio opposed the 
motion. 
Mr. Hutchins, of New York opposed 
the motion. He thought if ever a time 
in the history of parties required de­ 
liberation now was that time. 
It was 
absurd to put a man on horseback be­ 
fore getting the horse. 
Mr. Cessna followed in the same 
strain. 
Pending the discussion Mr. Hale 
withdrew his motion and the original 
report was adopted. 
Poland seconds Bristow, the nomi­ 
nation is received rather tamely. Geo. 
Curtis seconds Bristow. Richard H. 
Dana, Massachusetts, seconds Bristow. 
[Loud applause] says no other man but 
Bristow can carry 
Massachusetts. 
[Hisses and applause]. 
Iugersol nominated Blaine (great 
applause). Acolored delegate seconds 
Blaine. Gov.Woods uominatesConk- 
ling (warmly applauded). 
Woodford 
made a speech, which was listened to 
by the Convention, and he was wildly 
applauded in his appeal to the Con­ 
vention to support Coukling. 
Ben 
Wade and Davis of West Virginia fol­ 
lowed for Hayes. A heavy rain has 
set in. Can hardly hear a word for 
the noise. Convention adjourned till 
to-morrow at ten a . m . without hav­ 
ing taken a ballot. 
C i n c i n n a t i, June 15th.—The action 
of the convention to-day is the uni­ 
versal topic of conversation to-night. 
The general impression seeins to be 
that Blaine has carried every poiut so 
far, and that his nomination is almost 
a certainty on the second or third bal­ 
lot. The vote -on the Alabama con­ 
gested seats is regarded as a test, and 
the unseating of the Spencer delega­ 
tion by such an overwhelming major­ 
ity is claimed by Mr. Blaine’s friends 
to indicate his nomination beyond a 
doubt. They say that more votes could 
have been obtained if it had been nec­ 
essary, but that they did not desire to 
bring the mass of their forces to bear 
on the skirmish line. The vote of 
Pennsylvania, solid for the Spencer 
delegation, is much criticized, as it is 
well known that quite a number of 
the delegates are enthusiastic Blaine 
men, and it is claimed that when the 
time comes Biaine will receive a ma­ 
jority of that delegation, while both 
the Conkling and Bristow factions 
claim that it was an indication that 
the Blaine ranks were beginning to 
break. The friends of all the candi­ 
dates continue to express high hopes 
of the success of their respective 
favorites, and all are working hard to 
win the victory. 
There is compara­ 
tive quiet to-night; figureing and 
heaving to some extent with subdued 
enthusiasm. 
About various head­ 
quarters there are crowds of delegates 
engaged in canvassing the chances of 
candidates and comparing notes on 
the situation. 
Conkliug’s friends 
claim the confidence of ultimate suc­ 
cess, but are very reticent as to the 
manner of achieving 
the victory. 
Morton’s adherents express equal con­ 
fidence; while the Hayes’ and Bris­ 
tow men hope, in spite of appear­ 
ances, that a break will occur that will 
open the way for their respective fa­ 
vorite’s nomination, confident of their 
strength. The Blaine men seem to be 
anxious to hurry up the business of 
the Convention, while friends of all 
other candidates seem to be maneu­ 
vering for delay. They seem to think 
that time will weaken Blaine. 
To-night there are rumors of various 
combinations, but noue of them aro 
reliable. 
An arrangement by which 
Ohio is to give her vote to Blaine on 
the second ballot, provided it will 
nominate him, Hayes to have the 
second place on the 
ticket.

lace. The other is that Bristow and 
laine have 
arranged to combine 
theirforces and effect the nomination 
of Blaine for President and Bristow 
Vice-President. 
These are a speci­ 
men of the rumors and are given for 
what they are worth. The question 
of the Vice-Presidency seems to be ex­ 
citing more interest to-night than at 
any time before. 
Among the candi­ 
dates mentioned for the place are 
Hayes, Woodford and Morgan and 
Wheeler of New York, Logau of Illi­ 
nois, Bristow of Ky., Culmback of 
Ind., Hartranft of Penn., Harlan of 
Ky., and Taft of Ohio. It seems to be 
the impression that no nomination 
will be reached before the third ballot, 
and possibly the whole day will be 
moved to calling the roll of ¡States. 
M i d n i g h t .—From the indications 
it is almost certain to say that Blaine 
will be nominated on the second or 
third ballot. His frieuds say he will 
have 301 votes on the first ballot, and 
a majority on the second.

The yield this 
year will nearly if not quite equal 
that of two years ago.

The Council met in regular session, 
Beaudry in the chair. 
Present—Councilmen Waldron, H u­ 
ber, Kuhrts, Teed, W orkman, Leahy, 
Gerkins, Sotelo, Campbell, Mullaly 
aud Wolfskill—a full Board. 
The minutes of the previous m eet­ 
ing were read aud approved. 
The Committee on Zanjas reported 
favorably on the petition of Louis 
Wolfskill for changing line of zanja. 
The Committee on Lands reported 
favorably on the petition of Isabella 
Belir for deed to certain property. 
Approved. 
The Committee on Lands reported 
adversely on petition of P. Beaudry 
for deed to lands in lieu of other lands 
lost by petitioner but recommended 
that said tract be placed on the m ar­ 
ket and sold. A lengthy debate fol­ 
lowed on the report, Mr. Sotelo from 
the Committee disapproving the ma­ 
jority decision, aud Mr. Beaudry, by 
permission, making an extensive re­ 
view of the subject. 
The report was 
finally received and recommendations 
approved. 
Petition of Olive A. W illiams for 
removal of line of zanja across her 
place referred to the Committee on 
Zanjas. 
Petition of J. W. Shoemaker for 
sale of lot 7, block 45, now belonging 
to the city referred to Committee on 
Lands. 
Petition of W. Barrowe repeating 
request 
for 
permission to remove 
ground from the Hue of Rock street. 
Petition granted. 
Communication from P. Beaudry 
relative to lands which he proposed to 
give for the extension of Temple street 
from Pearl to Figueroa, aud asking 
prompt action for the construction of 
necessary bridge across arroyo. Re­ 
ferred to Board of Public Works. 
A resolution providing for the sale 
of certain public lands East of the Los 
Angeles river, now the property of the 
city, was submitted. 
The minimum 
price was fixed at $100 for tract of 
2.09 acres. 
A contract with B. C. Truman, of the 
Star, for publishing the city ordi­ 
nances and resolutions in English and 
Spanish was submitted and approved. 
The City Attorney was Instructed to 
draft a bond in the sum of $500 to be 
filled by the contractor. 
Mr. Teed stated that Engine No. 1 
needs to be repainted and revarnished, 
and he moved that said engine be re­ 
lieved from duty for three days (Mon­ 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday) except 
in an unusual emergency. Carried. 
The same privilege was granted to 
Engine No. 2, time of relief to be al­ 
ternate with that previously specified. 
Mr. W orkman moved that an ordi­ 
nance be drafted with the following 
provisions: 
The City Assessor may 
collect the taxes on personal property, 
when such taxes are not a lein upon 
real property at the time ot making 
the assessment, or at any time be­ 
tween the first day of April aud the 
first day of September; and he shall 
receive four per cent of the amount of 
tax so collected by him. The Assessor 
shall be governed as to the amount of 
taxes to be by him collected on per­ 
sonal property by the rate of the pre­ 
vious year. 
Messrs. W orkman, Gerkens and 
K uhrts were appointed a committee 
to act in conjunction with the City 
Attorney in drafting ordinance. 
Application of J. Luppo for appoint­ 
ment as Health Officer submitted. 
T b o C o u u o il p ro c e e d ed to c o n s id e r 
all applications of the same kind,with 
recommendations, petitions, etc. 
Dr. McKee was nominated, as also 
Dr. Lindley, Dr. Luppo and Dr. K. D. 
Wise. 
Dr. McKee was elected on the sec­ 
ond ballot. The salary was fixed at 
$75 per month for three months, said 
officer ueing required to vaccinate all 
applicants free. 
The Doctor was instructed to order 
vaccine m atter at the expense of the 
city. 
Bill of G. H argitt for $24.50, cost of 
repairs on jail, was submitted and or­ 
dered paid under suspension of rules. 
The City Surveyor was instructed 
to make assessments for widening of 
San Fernando street. 
Adjourned.
